[NoTE.—On this date a spirited competition took place at the 
auction rooms of Mr. J. C. Stevens in King’s Street, Covent 
Garden, for that coveted prize of all zoologists—a great auk’s egg. 
The egg was enclosed in a velvet case, which in its turn was 
enclosed in a jewel coffer, the whole being within a strong orna- 
mental box. The bidding commenced at Ioo guineas, and the egg 
was finally sold for £294 to Mr. Middleton, who now owns two 
specimens of this curiosity. es 

This, sum of £294 is the second highest amount paid in this 
country under the hammer for an egg of this extinct bird, the record 
price, £315, having been realised in 1894 for a very fine specimen. 
In 1895 two others came into the market, and were sold respec- 
tively for £288 15s. and £194 15s., whilst last year the late Mr. 
James Hack Tuke’s specimen, which had a small fracture at one 
side, brought £168. There are in all sixty-eight known specimens 
of the egg of the great auk, and of these sixty-six are in the cabinets 
of various European institutions and collectors, and two in America.

If that ‘Whatman, 1831,’ or 
the like of it were procurable at present, some reams of it 
to last me for the next ten years would be an unspeakable 
comfort of its kind! If you think there is any chance, I 
will ask you to try among your Papermakers for me. Fail. 
ing that, there is the other blue specimen ‘modern paper,’ 
of uncertain maker, which is preferable to what I have. “A 
sheet of either or of both, or of what comes nearest them, 
might be sent me by post ; and I could then, after trying 
it, say yes or no. Failing all, I have discovered this 
present sort; and must be patient with it, hoping that the 
‘Quack as Papermaker, like some other Quacks, may 
abate by and a Pete.

It is a clear fact tho’ not clear in 
England, that here is the most brutish of mooncalves 
lately heard of in any country; that to have one moment’s 
beleif, or doubt on such a subject is to make affidavit that 
yr. Knowledge of Frk. and his affairs is Zero and less. Wd. 
to Heaven I weve ‘done with him !’_ I never in my life was 
held in such hurry,—to last 6 Months out.”
